The same vear
he was admitted to the bar of Missis-
sippi. After four years' practice he
was elected to the house of Representa-
tives where he served one term.

In 1K7 'Judge Buchanan moved to
Memphis and four years later married
Miss Kliiaheth J.oonty, daughter of Col,
It. F. l.ooney.

Nine years almost to the day betore
his death Judge Buchanan received his
appointment to the supreme bench. The
death of Juslice W. 1. Heard had cre-
ated a vacancy.

Judge Buchanan was a member of

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25. Control and

operation of the nation's rilrod, as-
sumed by the government as a warmeure two years ago tomorrow, will
revert to the owners of the railroad
properties next Msrch 1 unless congress
by legislation fixes an earlier date., President Wilson, through a procla-
mation issued last night fixing March
1 as the date of the return, put atrest speculation as to the time of the
handing back of the roads. The presi-dent lb his lust announcement reuiirH.
lug the return, made in an address to
congress In May, said he intended toturn back the roads at the end of the
present year.

By another proclamation. Issued with
mat in regard to the railroads, the
president oidered the dissolution March
1 of the American. Railway Express
cumpany, wmcn was termed July I,If IS. under government direction by
consolidation of the Adams, American,
Wells-Farr- o anil Southern enmnsnies

Kxtenelon by two months of the an-
nounced time for return of tho rail-
roads was made, said a statement from
the White House accompanying the
proclamation, because congress had not
enacted legislation to meet conditions
incident to the change in control and
operation ' The mesldent, the state-
ment said, had been advised neither
the railroads nor roe express com-
panies were ready to manage their prop
erties )i tne plan to abandon govern
inent supervision Dec 31 should be car-
ried out.

"On the legislation passed and the
action of the Interstate commerce com-
mission In allowing rale Increases de-

pend the roads' chances of gettingthese. At present It is difficult for the
roads to borrow. Financiers have not
had confidence in railroad securities
because of governmental attitude to-
ward them.

"If there Is a disposition lo permit
them to earn revenue sufficient to war-
rant expenditures they will have no
trouble in borrowing the necessary
money. The fixing of a date for the
return of rne roads is a good thing. It
will dispel the uncertainty which had
handicapped the, railroads in the last
few months."

th'! believed the operators were in-

fluencing the radical miners in Illi-
nois.

An interesting- sequel, however. Is
the part played by Peabody, in Indian-
apolis, where he assisted the govern-
ment In obtaining an acceptance of Its
plan by the miners. He is known to
have persuaded his friend, Farrlngton.
to go along with President Lewis and
Secretary Green and bring about an
agreement among the miners to ac-

cept the Palmer proposal. Now, how-
ever, that the government has the
miners' acceptance, it plans to insist,
even to the extent of prosecution, that
the operators keep their pledge and
submit the matters In dispute to an
arbitral board of three. And the view
Which I find in executive 'quarters ts
not one of condemnation of all the op-
erators, but one of impatience with a
few who have professed to speak for
the operators, and whose disagreements
with each other have threatened to up-
set the government's latest effort to
settle the coal controversy.
